Granted po- 
lice and indigent calls have to be 
given, and to the layman must be at 
made, but nevertheless, this would 
stiill be under the 4,000 call figure 
least sufficient on the average. Pro- 
jecting this indigent fund into week- 
ly revenue, would mean some 
$144.23, certainly this would more 
than cover the calls of this nature. 
There would be of course some 
weeks when indigent.calls would be 
almost negligible, and of course o- 
ther weeks when at a peak. 

Now we are not finding fault with 
the increase, because we feel such 
an excellent service as rendered by 
our ambulance men most certainly 
should be rewarded to ensure pro- 
perly trained and equipped ambu- 
lance work. What we can’t see is 
how this firm could have operated 
so long at a loss, when the statis- 
tics as given are analyzed. Maybe 
some ambulances do get 10 gallons 
per mile, or we are dense. Just
